repel the Invasionsof the uncouth sav- 
age. So far, se good. 

But there is anotber side to this ques- 
tion. The. Telegreph of a recent date 
complains that Utah bas not been ſur- 
nished with her full quota of arms—tbat 
abe has not only sewndulously 
abused; but to a certain extent, left ont 
in the cold in this, as well asin other mat- 
ters where sbe elaine rights inalienable, 
though unposeeseed. 

To the Territory of Utab and its in- 
habitants, as such, we are ond wish to be 
accounted, a friend. What we may sug- 
gest on this subject will be dictated b) 
no otber feeling than that of friendship 
for Utoniansin general, even thongh 
our remarks may not be considered com- 
plimentary to some of their leaders. 

The fact that Utab has not been supplied 
with what she may consider her full | 
quota of Goverament arms is too appar- 
ent to admit of denial.

Iu support of (is let us enquire.— In 
what particulars bare this people“ 
ehown their loyalty to the Government 
from which they ¢laim munitions of war? 
In What instance have they stepped for- 
ward in defense of the Government save 
in that of the Mexican War? aad even 
on this “there hangs a tale that bas 
not yet been told, and which the victims 
of that plot themselves are ignorant 
of. Low did Utah show her loyalty. 
when she arrayed ber citizens against 
the forces of the parent Government in 
1857 and 1858. What use did she make 
of ber arms in 1857 at the Mountain 
Meadows? How did she employ them 
at South Weber in 1862, when the brave 
(!) Colonel, now General, Burton, led 
the van against the*Morissites, and fired 
a Crandon ball right into the midst of a 
people assembled for worship, killing 
two women end shooting the jaw off a 
third, and after they had snreedered shot 
down Moris, the leader, and {iro women 
under cover of a flag of truce. How 
many of ber loyalists stepped forward

A.special merilog ol the Chicago 
Academy of Science was beld at theig 
rooms Oct. 18th, for the purpose of lia 
adress by Lieutenant Gor- 
erudt᷑ Bross on mibjects Connected with 
bis recent tour to the Pueſſſe coast 
The Chicago Rrpubjican -says, thet ow. 
ing to the unpleasant nature of the 
weather Gniyra amalleudience assem- 
bled. The president, Dr. II. A John 
son, called the society to order at eight 
o'clock, and introduced Governor Bross, 
who stated that tke object of the lec- 
ture wou simply be to give some facts 
in regard to the geology and winera- 
logy of the continent as they bad been 
presented to his notice. After alluding. 
to the tour to the Pacific coast recently 
made by Mr. Calfax and party, of whieh 
the lecturer was a member, be went on 
to notice the geelogical formation of the 
continent of North America. The three 
great mountafy ranges™vbich mark the 
continent—the Allegheny of the -ehst. 
the Rocky on the west, {ncftding be- 
tween them the vallcy of the Mississippi: 
and the Sierra Nevada on’ the Pacific 
coast, were ig turg commented on, Mr 
Bross then gave a sketch of the route 
taken by bis, pertyto tbe Pacific coast, 
and in this connection gave bis views of 
the best route for the Pacific railroad. 
There was slope of some 400 or 500 
milos in length from the Mississippi to 
the Rocky Mounlaſns, and giving an as- 
cent of some 4,000 feet, which is so

the range is traversed by the Senth 
Pass.
